Au­ 
tomobiles and highways are simply 
means of transportation. The radio 
\ is a means of communication. 
As 
I countries improve their means of 
transportation and communication 
they progress economically and so­ 
cially, as well. 
Nothing must be permitted to In- 
! terfere with the nation’s program of 
continued highway building. Rather, 
enlargement of that program should 
be encouraged. We need good roads 
and more of them. And wider ones 
as well.

Apglo-Sax on 
forefathers. 
Runic 
stones are found to a considerab le 
ex tent in northern Europe, 
es­ 
pecially in the Scandanavian coun­ 
tries. They were engraved a thous­ 
and years ago b y the Northm en and 
the Vikings, then later when the 
language of thw e peoples changed 
the messages on the stones were 
forgotten. 
Scholars are

Wheat Yield Heavy. 
Wheat Is the second most Im- ; 
portant crop m Neb raska, b eing ! 
exceeded in acreage only b y corn. ¡ 
In the five-year period from 19 20 
to 19 24 there was an average of 
3.300,000 acres of wheat planted In ¡ 
this state producing an average of 
over fifty million b ushels. With un- I 
usually favorab le weather condì- j 
tlons this year the production will 
b e seventy-four million b ushels, the 
state department of agriculture estl- 
niates. Thus tt can b e seen that ' 
anything which will improve or In- i 
crease the wheat yield will ma­ 
terially advance the prosperity of 
the state. 
Prof. Klesselb ach points to Ne­ 
b raska No. 00 wheat as one example 
of the b enefits of experimentation. 
He 
estimates 
that 
this variety, 
which after much exwrlmentatlon, 
was hrst widely dlstriouted In 19 18, 
will Increase the yield 10 per cent 
over ordinary varieties. 
It takes 
little mathematical ab ility to find 
that this year 740,000 b ushels more 
would b e secured b y planting Ne­ 
b raska 
No. 60 
and oth£ j'

wheats than 
b y using ordinary 
seed. Exercising the pencil a little 
more shows that 740.000 b ushels of 
wheat represents more than a mil­ 
lion dollars. While all of the wheat ' 
in this state Is not Neb raska No. 60.

Kanred. so that the only conclusion 
is that the selection of an improved 
variety of wheat is greatly to b e 
desired. 
Rreedini Began In 19 02. 
Wheat b reeding b egan at Ne­ 
b raska in 19 02.

Rhmpse of the future, w hat would 
those men and women have thought 
of the present Lincoln? 
The Lancaster site, Isolated, lost in 
the vast stretches of the prairie,

leading men of the early state. They 
had considered, and selected deli­ 
berately, but it was a lonesome little 
place, too small to be seen a t any 
distance by those coming, too neg­ 
ligible to be remembered 
long by 
those pressing on 
into

greater unk nown of the far west. 
After Six ty Year*. 
Would they be satlJified with the 
results the little midwestem village 
has achieved . in 
the six ty years 
since July 29 , 1887, since which date 
Lincoln as Lincoln has ex isted and 
has been the seat of state govern­ 
ment? 
Would they have thought that 
the men and the women who came 
after had bullded well on the foun­ 
dations 
they 
were mak ing 
and 
would mak e? Would they feel that 
the 
trust had been been regarded., 
respected, believed in, and revered? ; 
Would they have felt 
tha t 
the 
hopes and the beliefs they had on , 
that memorable day had been jus­ 
tified? Would they think the strug­ 
gles and disappointm ents, the dan- ' 
gers and the sacrifices had been 
worth their cost? 
Did one or two, w ith a quick er 
response to imagination, a w illing-, 
ness to let their fancies play, see tha 
tall forms of white buildings w raith- i 
lik e above the tiny prairie cabins? 
Did they hear the whistle of a com­ 
ing locomotive, then three years 
away, above the voice of the gover­ 
nor and the plaudits of the people? 
W hat Was the Vision? 
Could they k now tha t the rutted, 
uneven track s of the pioneer wagon 
would some day be lost beneath the 
cold 
smoothness 
of concrete? Did 
they realize tha t far homesteads 
would in a couple of generations lie 
within the corporate lim its of the 
city? Did some clairvoyant gift tell 
them the rich future of the struggl­ 
ing little village, clinging so tenac­ 
iously to ex istence, so youthfully 
proud of its new status? 
If those men and women who were 
present at the selection of Lincoln 
as the capital site six ty years ago 
nex t Friday were here today, it is 
probable tha t they would feel they 
had bullded even better than they 
k new. 
The prosperous young city, 
w ith its new brick and widened 
streets and far homes m ight over­ 
awe, or even overwhelm them , but 
they would undoubtedly feel tha t 
their hard years were not in vain. 
They could not k now for w hat 
they were building, for m echanism 
had made an uncrossed distance be­ 
tween their age, and ours, and even 
the most far seeing could not k now 
tha t automobiles would cross the 
city In less time than it took them 
to go the few block s from home to 
shop, or tha t little bell and a box 
and a strand of wire would bring 
the world to their door. They could 
not k now the possibilities of those 
half dozen block s, of the little prai­ 
rie ham let, because those possibili­ 
ties had not yet been realized. 
B ut they would be satisfied at 
the progress of those six ty years. 
They would feel tha t opportunltiea 
had been recognized, and adequate-» 
ly used, tha t the onward m arch of 
the city had been sufficiently slow 
to mak e it perm anent and substan­ 
tial, and tha t today’s Lincoln would 
endure, and would flourish.

PAttia, July 23 — There is one 
man In Paris wtio can’t live on $80.- 
000 a year. He is Gaston Doumer- 
gue, president of the repub lic, the 
highest paid official of the state. 
And at that he doesn’t have to pay 
any rent. 
, 
President DoumYrgue gets a sal­ 
ary of 2.000,000 franc.s a year, which 
at tlie present rate of exchange is 
almost the exact eq uivalent of $80,- 
000. But his expenjies are such that 
he has b een forced to dlspo.se of the 
presidential stab le and dismiss his 
outrider, using only his automob ile 
for official visits, hitherto made in a 
gorgeous carriage with six honses. 
How does he s|)end his Income? 
First of all, as he ha.s never taken 
a wife, he pays Income tax 
as 
a 
b aclielor. 
In his case the collector 
takes twenty-five percent, oi 500.000 
francs. 
There goes $30,000, 
The 
occupant of the Elysee palace, which 
is the French white hou.se, has to 
pay a tax to the city of Paris for the 
unpkeep of tile gardens. The pi<cs- 
Ident of the repub lic is ob liged to 
distrib ute to Paris charitv organiza­ 
tions. at least $2 000 a year. 
Although the personnel of the El­ 
ysee is paid b y the .state the presi­ 
dent has to pay the wages of his 
private Servants and b uy iliMr food. 
He has to provide for 
twenty-five 
chauffeurs, cooks, valets, maids, etc.

known to hts intimates, gives a din­ 


ner or a reception he has to pay for 
Uie meals or b uffet and also pay 
his share of the electric light uill.
